Lansing in Charge After Bryan's 
Break With Wilson Over New 
Note to Germany 


Former Secretary of State Issues 
Statement as Cable Carries 
Utterance to Berlin 


Washington, June 9.—William 
Jen- 
nings Bryan formally left his office as 
secretary of state today 
and 
Robert 
Lansing, counselor 
of 
the state de- 
partment, was appointed as secretary of 
state ad ínterin. The change in the cab- 
inet at a critical moment in the nation's 
history took effect with the dispatch of 
the note to Germany. 


Differing, not in teh object sought—the 
prevention of war—but in the method of 
approaching the problem, Bryan resign- 
ed rather than affix his name to the 
note which states in unmistakable, de- 
termined and emphatic, terms, the de- 
mands of the United States. 


Mr. Bryan told his 
colleagues 
and 
friends today as they gathered about 
him in farewell, that his affection for 
President Wilson was 
unchanged 
and 
that he knew the 
pr^ident 
felt 
as 
warmly toward him. Firmly believing he 
can advance the cause of peace outside 
of official life and build up a sentiment 
in the United States that will assist the 
president in maintaining 
the 
present 
friendly relations with all nations, Mr. 
Bryan today went back to private life. 


Some Dramatic Touches. 


The resignation of the secretary of 
state of the United States over the dif- 
ferences of a vital question of foreign 
policy—itself unusual in the annals of 
American history—was most dramatic- 
ally touched by numerous manifesta- 
tions of personal regard for Mr, Bryan 
and his own emotion at leaving the of- 
fice he held so dearly. 
Tears stood in 
his ej'^es whilc friends commended his 
courageous fight for principles and his 
determination 
to 
eliminate 
himself 
rather than continue in the cabinet as 
a possible embarrassment to the presi- 
dent. 


The story of his fight to sway the 
president's judgment on the matter of 
dealing with Germany is untold. 
He 
made no efl'orfc to align other members 
of the cabinet Avitli liim and when he 
came to the parting of the ways on an 
irreconcilable question lie did not tell 
his colleagues generally, hoping that his 
action to the last would not produce 
any complications in the cabinet. 


Resignation Offered Saturday. 


For three days—from 
Saturday 
to 
Monday night—the president had Mr. 
Bryan's resignation under consideration 
and the secretary did not go to yester- 
day's cabinet meeting until the" presi- 
dent's letter of acceptance reache.d him. 
The president invited him to attend af- 
ter letting the cebinet know of the sit- 
uation. Quietly the consideration of the 
note continued and at the end of the 
meeting the president and remaiiling 
members of the cabinet expressed to 
Mr. Bryan their sense of personal re- 
gret. 


The close personal relationship of Mr. 
Bryan and the president will be reflected 
In the former secretary's future course, it 
•was learned today authoritatively. J^r. 
Bryan intends to continue 
a 
staunch 
political supporter of 3Ir, Wilson on 
domestic affairs and believes 
he 
can 
even assist him in the sentiment he 
hopes to build up for the purpose of in- 
vestigating disputes. It was this idea 
•which was embodied in 
thirty 
peace 
treaties negotiated by Mr. Bryan with 
the principal nations of the world—all 
but Germany, Austria and Belgium and 
Japan, the first three of -which had ac- 
cepted the principle. 


MAKES LAST OFFICIAL 


CALL ON THE PRESIDENT. 


Washington, June 9.—Promptly at 
12:30 o'clock this 
afternoon 
Mr. 
Bryan left the state department and 
went to the white house where Pres- 
ident Wilson received him. 


For fifteen minutes the president 
and Mr. Bryan 
talked, 
exchanging 
words of farewell. The secretary was 
making his last official call on the 
president but nevertheless the, per- 
sonal element was present. 


Cordiality and without any trace 
of feeling the two men talked of the 
situation which resulted in Mr. Bry- 
an's resignation. 
Each spoke dis- 
passionately of the differences and 
his belief that the other was doing 
whal^he though best for the United 
States, 
Those who saw them were 
touched with the regard the two men 
displayed for each other. 


Finally Mr. Bryan remarked that 
he knew the president was a busy 
man and that he would not detain 
him longer. The two men who have 
stood together during the last two 
years in one crisis after another rose 
to their feet 
simultaneously 
and 
clasped hands. 


"God bless you," said each as their 
hands touched.

Late today, after the note to Germany 
is on its way to Berlin, Mr. Bryan plans 
to issue from ])is home a statement 
outlining liis position on the questions 
that have arisen on the relations be- 
tAveen tlie United States and Germany. 
Mr. Bryan contend.s it would be better 
to submit the entire question to an in 
vestigating commission and pending itd 
deliberations 
have 
Americans 
refrain 
from taking passage on shifw carrying 
contraband or which venture into dan- 
ger zones on the high seas. 


President Wilson is said to liave been 
opposed to that idea, not only because 
lie believed the United States, in effcct, 
would thereby be yielding its rights un- 
der international law, but because there 
was no guaranty that lawful Americau 
commerce would be free from dangers 
during discussion. 
That these princi- 
ples are not of sufficient 
strength la 
American public opinion for the Wash- 
ington government to commit itself to 
^o firm a policy as might result in war 
is the conviction of Mr. Bryan and he 
hopes to test public sentiment in a wav 
that will assist the president as the 
American government's policy is devel- 
oped. 


Reports Flatly Denied. 


Reports that Secretary Daniela had 
resigned or would do ' so were current 
today, but were 
flatly 
denied on all 
sides. The report, it was said, grew oiit 
of the well known friendship and long 
intimacy in 
national politics 
of Mr. 
Bryan and Mr. Daniels. 


As a matter of fact nine members o/ 
the cabinet stood solidly for the presi- 
dent's position as expressed in the note. 
Mr. Daniels wp^ with those who differed 
with the secretary of state. Some mem* 
bers even advised a .stronger phraseology

Washington, 
June 
.0.—Just after 2 
o'clock this afternoon the new Araerr 
can note to Germany which caused the 
cabinet crisis culminating in Secretary 
Bryan's resignation, started on its way 
to Berlin. It will be given out for pub- 
lication in the morning papers of Fri- 
day. 
Simultaneously Wm. J. Bryan's 
resignation as secretary of state took 
effect, and he gave out a statement of 
his attitude. 


Washington, June 9.—^After a confer- 
ence with President Wilson today Coim- 
selor Lansing annoimced that the note 
to Germany would go forward to Berlin 
this afternoon and would be given out 
for publication in Friday morning news- 
papers. 


He said that the United States would 
not wait for notification from Ambassa- 
dor Gerard at Berlin of its reception 
there before giving it out. 


Mr. Lansing said that th® work of 
coding the note was under way. 
It is 
signed by Mr. Lansing, as acting secre- 
tary. 


While at the white house Mr. Lansing 
caressed regret at Mr. Bryan's resigna- 
tion. 
"I have grown very fond of the 
secretary and am very gorry to see him 
leave tho department," said he. 


After seeing Mr. Lansing, President 
Wilson went autompbiling. 
As he en- 
tered his automobile 
tourists in 
the 
white house grounds joined in a round 
of applause and the president raised Us 
hat and smiled. 


Lansing FomuUy Named. 
Mr. Lansing today received his foraial 
appointment as secretaiy of state ad in- 
terim.

London, June 9.-3:40 p. m.)—Pre- 
mier Asquith announced in the house of 
commons today that the total of British 
casualties from the beginning of the 
war to May 31, was 258,069 men in 
killed, wounded and missing. 


Official announcement was made to- 
day by Secretary of the Admiraltj' Bal- 
four that a German submarine had been 
sunk and that six of her officers and 21 
members of her crew had been captured. 
jNlr. Balfour announced also that Ger- 
man submarine prisoners hereafter shall 
be accorded treatment with all other 
German prisoners in England. 


Reports Not Confirmed. 


An important 
Russian 
victory 
in 
eastern Galicia is reported unofficially in 
dispatches reaching Geneva 
from the 
eastern front. 
The Russians are said 
to have halted the Ailstro-German ad- 
vance on the Dneister river, inflicting 
great losses on their opponents. 
It is 
asserted tliat to the^n^h the Rus- 
sians are "#teadily dfawing nearer the 
Vistula, polsibly involving a retreat by 
Gen. yon Mackensen along his whole 
line. These reports have not been bomo 
out, however, by official communications 
from Petrograd or Vienna w'hich show 
no striking changes in Galicia. 


A communication from the Petrograd 
war office indicates that the Germany 
army which invaded the Baltic province 
has 
won 
further 
success. 
Having 
brought in reinforcements the Germans 
made a new attack and compelled the 
Russians to fall back from the town of 
Boubie in the province of Kovno. 


Allies Lose Another. 


The loss of another ship by the al 
lies at the Dardanelles is announced in 
an official report from Constantinople. 
It was said a transport was struck by 
a shell and set on lire and that later 
it sank. 
Tho report does not 
state 
whether it was a British 
or 
French 
transport, and whether there was loss 
of life. 
The landing of new troops on 
Gallipoli peninsula by the allies is re 
ported from Athens. 


In the western theater the slow but 
steady French gains predominate the 
situation.

Boston, June 9.—Women 
could be 
made as fit for military duty as men, 
says Dr. Dudley A. Sargent, of Harvard 
university, who has given

half a ce!^ntury of study to the problem 
of physical training of young folk. He 
holds that sex is no handicap to military 
training and cites many examples of 
physical feats performed by women. 


"Every day, ' said Dr. S a r ^ t , "I am 
astonished^ at the physical and mental 
possibilities shown by young women yet 
in college and those who aré already out' 
in the world making good. Almost daily 
I find it necessary to revise my careful- 
ly worked out theories and formulas as 
to what young %yoraen can do until now 
I find it safest not to suggest the limits 
of their capabilities. 


Women Swim for Hours. 


"In one of the sad stories that has 
just come to us of the terrible Lusitania 
tiagedy we have a case of several wom- 
en who swam about for many hours un- 


til rescued. WTiat they did any able- 
bodied, well trained woman might have 
done. Perhaps you will recall that at 
the time of the sinking of the Empress 
of Ireland in the Gulf of S.t. Lawrence, 
a child only ten years old swam and 
floated about in the water for several 
hours and seemed none the worse for 
her adventure. 


"All theories to the contrary, women 
are capable of marvelous endurance, and 
so on this score cannot be rated ineligi- 
ble for training for military service. But 
in spite of the actual proof to support 
this contention, many persons will siiaka 
>heir heads and say that I am forget- 
ting that Avomen are the bearers of the 
race and that as potential or actual 
mothers, while they may be able to en- 
dure cold and exposure, the penalty for 
physical hardships will be sure and far- 
reaching.

Charles Elihu Slocum, of Defiance, 


Writer of History of Maumee 


Valley, Passes Away. 


Defiance, 
Ohio, 
June 
9.—^Following 
funeral services in the Masonic temple 
at Toledo, 
today, the 
body of 
Dr. 
Dharles Elihu Slocum, a noted physician, 
luthor-historian and 
philanthropist 
of 
this city, will be brought here for burial. 
Dr. Slocum died in Flower hospital at 
Toledo, following an illness that began 
in April. He was bom in Fulton county, 
N. Y., seventj^-four years ago and in 
1871 located in Defiance, where he Avas 
engaged in the practice of medicine for 
forty year.«?, going four years ago to 
Toledo.' 
In 1896 he accepted the pro- 
fessorship of psychology and ethics in 
the Cleveland College of Physicians and 
Surgeons, holding the chair four years. 
In later years his life had been mainly 
devoted to historical research and writ- 
ing, his best known 
work being 
his 
"History of the itiaumee River Basin,' 
published in 1910. 
In 1894 Dr. Slo- 
cum donated the fund for the fine li- 
brary building at Ohio Wesleyan uni- 
versity at Delaware, which bears his 
name.

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Mr. Bryan's Resignation

The resignation of Secretary of State Brj^an from the cabinet 
V^cause of a diagreement with President Wilson is regrettable, and 
' particularly so from the fact that it comes at a moment like this 
and over a vital question involving the foreign policy of the United 
States. 
It is lamentable because of the fact that it may be misin- 
terpreted in foreign quarters as indicating a serious division of pub- 
lic opinion in the United States. 


Mr. Bryan takes the position that the new note growing out of 
the Lusitania disaster which the president purposes sending to Ger- 
many is so radically out of harmony wdth the consistent course of the 
secretary of state in liis advocacy of arbitration that he cannot give 
'it endorsement without stultifying himself, and that he cannot re- 
main in the cabinet without hampering the administration. 
There- 
fore, he gets out. 
With his long experience and his distinguished 
Bervices in public life, Mr. Brj^an doubtless did not take this step 
Mrithout regret and without a full consideration of its effect. 
He 
realized its import, and the strain of decision must have been quite 
as pronounced on his own part in taking the step as on the part of 
President Wilson in accepting the retirement of his premier. 


But there cannot be two in command of the ship of state. 
Un- 
questionably the desire of both the j-resident and Mr. Bryan for a 
continuation of the United States at peace are identical. 
Neither 
!these leaders nor the American people at large desire to see this 
country embroiled with any other. 
It is merely on the question of 
methods, not of purpose, that Mr. Bryan ''differs irreconcilably" 
with the president. 
It is the president, too, who must bear the bur- 
den of responsibility for the administration course, not only in this 
but in other matters as well. Regrettable as is the break at this time, 
Mr. Bryan has doubtless taken the only course that seemed open to 
"him under the circumstances. 


The School Board Result 


The election of A. L. Randall as a member of the city school 
board on Tuesday evening was directly in line with advance fore- 
casts, but Mr. Randall's victory by unanimous vote was doubtless 
hardly expected by even his most enthusiastic supporters. 
Though 
steadfastly claiming his election by a safe plurality, none had pre- 
dicted that he would receive the entire fifteen votes in the city coun- 
cil, and the result is not onlj' a fine distinction for Mr. Randall, but 
it affords him occasion for justifiable gratification. 
Of the choice of 
the council there can be no criticism. Mr. Randall is a business man, 
a patron of the schools and actively interested in everything that 
makes for Fort Wayne's welfare. He will doubtless prove to be a 
valuable member of the governing body of the schools. 


That no votes were east for Mrs. Detzer, candidate of the women, 
and the choice of many others who desire to see a representative of 
womanhood 
upon 
the 
school 
board, 
is 
not 
to 
be 
taken 
as evidence that the movement was unpopular or that it lacks 
the support of a considerable element of public opinion. 
There was 
merely the plain development of a situation in which a hopeless 
minority might have done positive injury to the cause by persistent 
^tagonism against a foregone conclusion. As the result came about, 
The Sentinel believes the sentiment for a woman on the board, while 
not yet strong enough to win, has been strengthened by the accept- 
ance of defeat with good grace, and that it possesses more, force to- 
day than ever before in Fort Wayne. 
That means that it is going to 
win eventually, and the ladies who led the present crusade are much 
too courageous to permit a single defeat to daunt them. 


WHY GERMANY HAS FOOD.

Germany's system pf food production 
is a very different thing from America's 
lack of system of food production. Ger- 
many's whple system of wealth produc- 
tion is on'a different basis from Ameri- 
ca's wealth production. 


Those who predicted the German Em- 
pire's quick starvation marvel at the 
stores of food she possesses. 
It is a 
marvel; but the marvel is a part of the 
German thorough organization of its re- 
sources. 


It is a common thing throughout the 
v.'orld to say, or assume, that our prob- 
lems are no longer problems of product- 
tionj that they are problems of distribu- 
tion. But only a few countries, notably 
Germany and Belgium (before the war.) 
have come anywhere near solving their 
production problems. It is true that po- 
tentially, through the vaster areas of soil 
opened to settlement, through invention, 
chemical discoveries, transportation de- 
velopment, etc., we could produce wealth 
"beyond the dreams of avarice." 
But 
we don't. 
Germany comes closer to it 
than most countries because Germany 
has recognized the fimdamental inter- 
est of every one in her natural resources. 


BETTING EVIL UNDER BAIT.

$1,180,000. 


Honolulu, Hawaii, June 9.—The rail- 
road system on the island of Oahu pro- 
vides a romantic story of a financial un- 
dertaking that at first almost ruined its 
backers, but is now one of the best pay- 
ing investments in the Hawaiian archi- 
pelago. 
Twenty years ago the system 
boasted twenty-threo and one-half miles 
of track; today the company maintains 
127 miles of road, owns twenty-two lo- 
comotives, forty-four passenger cars and 
520 freight cars; has thirty-six thousand 
feet of wharfage and can store twenty 
thousand tons of sugar. 


Taxes on property from Ewa to Ka- 
huku plantation, which are tapped by 
this railway, amounted at the time the 
road started to $28,853; 
in 1914 
the 
taxes 
on the 
same 
property totaled 
$310,000. This is one example how the 
land along the line has increased in val- 
ue in the last twenty years. The gross 
earnings of the road twenty years ago 
were $120,000 and now they'are $1,300,- 
000; the freight earnings were $43,000 
and today they are $813,000; the pas- 
senger earnings were $25,000 and now 
they are $300,000. 


Twenty years ago 79,000 passengers 
were carried yearly, while in 1914 about 
1,140,000 persons patronized the 
cars. 
There were 907,000 passengers carried 
one mile twenty years ago; in 1914 they 
numbered 15,435,000. 
Passenger 
rates 
show less than two cents a mile; this is 
lower than the average rat« 
on 
the 
mainland.

Senator Here Over Night 
Says He Must Have 
Decided Suddenly. 


United States Senator John Worth 
Kern, who spent Tuesday night at the 
Anthony hotel, stopping off here on his 
way from his home in Indianapolis to 
Defiance, O., had little to say regarding 
the resignation of William J. Brj'an as 
secretary of state, when seêh by a Senti- 
nel reporter, Wednesday morning. 


"Mr. Bryan's resignation came as a 
great surprise to me,"' Senator Kern de- 
clnreil. "T was talking with Mr. Bryan 
a few (lays ago and 1 know from the'con- 
versation we had that he did not con- 
tinnplate resigning at that timé. 
We 
were discussing the future and if he had 
any intention of resigning then hè would 
have intimated as much."

WILSON OVER SECOND NOTE TO GERMANY. 


WILLIAM JENNINGS BRYAN. 


Letters Which Passed

Washington, 
Bryan's letter 
follows: 


"My Dear Mr. President—It is with 
sincere regret that I have reached the 
conclusion that I should return to you 
the commission 
of secretary 
of state 
with which you honored me at the be- 
pnninir of your administration. 


"Obedient to your sense of duty and 
actuated by the highest motives, you 
have prepared for transmission to the 
German government a note in M'hich I 
cannot join without 
violating what £ 
deem to be an obligation to my coim- 
try, and the issue involved is of such 
moment that to remain a member of 
the cabinet would be as unfair to you 
as it would be to the cause which is 
nearest my heart, namely, the preven- 
tion of war. 


"I, therefore, respectfully tender my

turned to private life. 


His departure from the cabinet un- 
der sensational circumstances because he 
could not join in the approval of the 
note to Germany or reconcile its prin- 
ciples to the cause which he declared to 
be nearest his heart—"the prevention ot 
war"—developed today not only a most 
unusual situation in the domestic poli- 
cies of the United States but a grave 
turn in its foreign policy. 


Staunch in his advocacy of peace and 
firmly set against any communication to 
Germany which might involve the Unit- 
ed States in war, Mr. Bryan found him- 
self opposed not by the president 
but 
by a majority of the members of 
the 
cabinet in the methods of dealing with 
the situation.

Some of his predecessors have had dif- 
ferences with their chiefs, but usually 
those have arisen from divergent details 
of negotiations. 


The nearest approach 
to 
Secretary 
Bryan's action recalled here was the res- 
ignation in 1898 of Jame.s A. Gary, of 
Maryland, postmaster general in Presi- 
dent Mckinley's cabinet. 
His resigna- 
tion' was based upon repugnance to the 
approaching war with Spain. 


In ^fr. Brj'an's dramatic resignation 
observers in some quarters professed to 
see a development in this country of the 
European idea of 
responsible 
cabinets 
answerable .to public opinion. 
In nearly 
all continental European countries it hag 
been the custom for an entire cabinet to 
resign upon some siicli manifestation of 
disapproval. 
But in such case the con- 
sequence has been a more or less com- 
plete reversal in the political construc- 
tion of the cabinet which was able to 
influence the action of the 
executive. 
Since the beginning of the present war 
inany of the European 
cabinets 
have 
thus been reconstructed, but with the 
single 
exception 
of 
Italy 
all of the 
changes have been caused by popular 
desire to meet the international ques- 
tion and perhaps to strengthen the con- 
stitutional rulers in the conduct of the 
war. -

feeling will run high in America during 
the next few days, but the issues are 
clear enough, although German

Repairs and Cleaning of 
Sewer Have Cost the 
City $10,000. 


After almost a year of continuous la- 
bor and the expenditure of nearly $10,- 
000, the city has completed repairing and 
cleaning the 
intercepting 
sewer 
that 
crosses the city from east to west and 
for the lirst time since it was construct- 
ed, fourteen years ago, it is in really 
serviceable condition. 
Street and Sewer 
Superintendent Herman Strodel and his 
squad of "sewer rats" have just 
finished 
the task, begun last August, of cleaning 
the big trans-city drain from its mouth 
in the Maumee river, east of the city, 
to its beginning at the St. Mary 6 river, 
near Garden street. 
Hundreds of loads 
of sand, silt and other soil and numerous 
obstructions that were never 
removed 
from the sewer at the time it was built, 
have been taken out. 
Brick, 
timbers, 
wheelbarrows, 
boulders 
and 
debris of 
infinite variety have been found and re- 
moved. 
In some places the deposits of 
sand and silt wehe three feet deep and 
packed eo hard under 
the 
wash and 
pressure of water that it was 
almost 
like quarrying granite to get it out. The 
work began iittle less than a year ago, 
when a big cave-in was found in the 
sewer on Erie street, between Hanover 
and Howard 
streets. 
What had been 
supposed to be a sinking of the earth 
was a break in the arch, but before this 
was discovered 
to be the case 
many 
wagon loads of earth had been dumped 
into the hole in an effort to fill it. The 
dirt Mas simply washed into the con- 
duit. 
Repairing the break was a hucc 
and costly task. 
When that was com- 
pleted the work of cleaning the sewer 
its entire length was inaugurated 
and 
that job has just been completed.

"These treaties negotiated under thi^ 
administration 
make war 
practically 
impo.ssible between 
this 
countrv and 
these thirty governments, 
representing 


n e a r l y three-fourths of all the people ot 
the world. 


"Among the nations with which 
we 
have these treaties are Great 
Britain. 
France and Russia. 
No matter 
what 
disputes may arise between us and these 
treaty nations, we 
agree 
that 
there 
shall be no declaration and no com- 
mencsment of hostilities imtil the mat- 
ters in dispute have been investigated 
by an international commission and that 
a year's time is allowed for investigation 
and report. 
This treaty was offered to 
all the nations without any exception;« 
and Germany was one of the 
nations 
that 
accepted the principle, beinc the 
twelfth, I think, to accept. 
No treatv 
was actually entered into with Germany, 
but I cannot see that that should stand 
in the way when both nations endorsed 
the principle. 
1 do not know whether 
Germany would accept the offer, but our 
country should, in my judgment, make 
the offer. 


Such an offer, if accepted, would at 
once relieve the tension and silence all 
the jingoes who are demanding 
war. 
Germany has always been a friendly na- 
tion and a great many of our people 
are of German ancestry, ^^^^y should 
we not deal with Germany 
according 
to the plan to which the nation has 
pledged its support? 


The second point of difference is the 
course which should be pursued in re- 
gard to Americans traveling on bellig- 
erent ships br with cargoes of ammimi- 
tion. 


Why should an American citizen be 
permitted to involve his country in war 
by traveling upon a belligerent 
ship 
w'hen ho knows that the ship will pass 
through a danger zone? The que.stion is 
not whether an American citizen 
has 
a right, under international 
law 
to 
travel on a belligerent ship; the ques- 
tion is whether he ought not, out of con- 
sideration 
for his country, if not for 
his own safety, avoid 
danger 
when 
avoidance is possible. 


It is a very one sided citizenship that 
compels a government to go to war over 
a citizen's rights and yet relieve the 
citizen of all obligations to consider his 
nation's welfare. 
1 do not know just 
how far the president can legally go in 
actually 
preventing 
Americans 
from 
traveling on belligerent ships, but I be- 
lieve the government shmild go as far 
a.s it can, and that in case of doubt, it 
should jfivo the benefit of the doubt t o 
the government. 


"Tiut even if the government 
could 
not legally prevent citizens from travel- 
ing on belligerent ships, it could, and 
in my judgment should earnestly advise 
American citizens not to risk themselves 
or the peace of their country and T 
ha%'e no doubt that 
these 
warnings 
would he heeded. 


"President 
Taft 
adviaed 
Americans 
to leave Mexico when inaurrection broke 
out there, jmd Preaideat ^VUgon haa 
repeated, the adviae. Thia adviae in my I. 


think the same course should be fol- 
lowed in regard to warning Americana 
to keep off vessels subject to attack. 


•'I think too, that American passenger 
ships should be prohibited from carry- 
ing ammunition. 
The lives of passengcra 
ought not to be endangered by cargoes 
of 
ammunition 
whether 
that 
danger 
comcs from possible explosions 
within 
or from possible attacks from without. 
Passengers and ammunition should not 
travel together. 
The attempt to pre- 
vent 
American citizens from incurring 
these ri.sks, is entirely consi.stent with 
the effort which our government is mak- 
ing to prevent attacks from submarine. 


"The use of one remedy does not ex- 
clude the use of the other. 
The most 
familiar illustration 
is to be found In 
the action taken by mimicipal author- 
ities during a riot. 
It is the duty of 
the mayor to suppress the mob and to 
prevent violence but he does not hesitate 
to warn citizens to keep off the streets 
during the riots. 
He does not question 
their rights to use the streets, but for 
their own protection and in the inter- 
est of order he warns them not to in- 
cur the risks involved in going upon 
the streets when men are shooting at 
cach other. 


"The president does not feel justi- 
fied in taking the action above stated. 
That is, he does not feel justified, 
first, 
in suggesting the submission of the con- 
troversy to investigation, or second, in 
warning 
the people not to incur the 
extra hazards in traveling on belligerent 
ships or on ships carrying ammunition. 
And he may be right in the position he 
has taken, but as a private citizen, I 
am free to urge both of these proposi- 
tions and to call 
public 
attention 
to 
these remedies in the hope of securing 
such an expression of public sentiment 
as will support the president in employ- 
ing these remedies, if, in the future he 
finds it consistent with his sense of duty 
to favor them." 


Mr. Bryan said,

Curious Folk Just Discov- 
ered Far in Mountain 
Fastnesses. 


Tokio, May 10.—Correspondence of the 
lA-esociated Press.—Japaaiese ethnologists 
have discovered in tho mountain fast- 
nesses of the island of Kyushu a curi- 
ous and ancient people who have been 
designated the Rip Van 
Winkles 
of 
Japan. 
A similar group has been found 
In the mountains of Hida province. 
It 
is said that both arc of the Heiki fara- 
ilj' which descended from a mikado of 
the ninth century. 
They were all pow- 
erful in the twelfth c^nturj' rmtil de- 
feated in the Japanese war of the Roses 
by the Minamoto clan. 


Historj-^ holds that the Heika fugi- 
tives who escaped after the twelfth cen- 
tury battle were droo^ned during their 
flight, but the recent discovery of the 
picturesque clansmen in the wilds 
of 
Kyushu and in the mountains of Hida 
province leads to the belief that manj' 
escaped and settled in remote mountain 
districts. 


Shut in b.y precipitous mountain peaks 
these villagers live an old-world life, just 
as they must have centuries ago. One 
reason for believing they are the de- 
scendants of the Heiki is that their style 
of clothing is the same as prevailed in 
Yyoto in the Heiki epoch and theii- dia- 
lect resembles somewhat the dialect of 
Kyoto in the olden times. 


They sing a song which, translated, 
runs: 


"Putting off our headgear of nobles 
and our hunting dress, we proceed into 
the forest and the recesses of the moun- 
tains as wood cutters, to fell a tree." 


Moreover, the 
villagers 
themselves 
think they are the descendants of the 
Heiki. Certainly these people are vast- 
ly difl'erent from the ordinary Japanese 
of today both in language and in cus- 
tom. 
The families often number from 
twenty to thirty persons and live to- 
gether in separate flats, as it were, in 
the same house, but at a common table 
as a measure of economy. 


The management of the 
family 
is 
vested in the head, who exercised abso- 
lute authority. 
He occupies a seat of 
honor and wears a ceremonial skirt. He 
spends most of his time in receiving visi- 
tors and attending to social matters. 
He is exempted from all maimal labor. 


The heir of the family is all impor- 
tant, while the rest of the children are 
merely servants. 
He alone can take a 
legitimate wife and in turn have heirs. 
The smallnesB of .the clans has resulted 
in marriages that are sometimes too

close and hardly eugenic. Nevertheless, 
the community life is on the whole of 
a high order. 
Those who break rules 
are banished from 
the 
village. 
The 
houses are ninety feet long and fifty 
feet wide. They are more like family 
hotels and always 
contain 
a 
shrine 
where the ancestors are paid homage. 


The clansmen use no lamps, for the 
wood they bum in the middle of the 
floor at night furnishes all the light they 
need. They live chiefly on the grain of 
a kind of ^asa. 
The headman some- 
times has rice brought in from the out- 
side world for his own use, but for the 
most part even he has to live on com- 
munal food. Pumpkins, eggplants, yams 
and other 
vegetables they 
grow in 
plenty. 


Their dress is a curiosity, but quitte 
appropriate to hardy mountaineers. The 
men carry a piece of bear skin or wild 
bear at the loin and a hatchet in their 
belts. The villagers are said to be very 
honest, always agreeable among them- 
selves and receive strangers with the 
greatest hospitality.

War Has Awakened an Un- 
precedented Interest in 
Germany. 


Berlin, May 15—Correspondence of the 
Associated Press.—The war, 
with its 
countless dtaths, has aroused in Berlin 
and other cities a heretofore unprece- 
dented interest in orphan children and 
their rearing, and an increasingly keen 
desire on the part of childless couples 
to adopt a waif. 


The orphan department of the Ger- 
man headquarters for child care reports 
that the number of out-and-out adop- 
tions in Berlin mounted from eleven in 
1913 to thirty-three in 1914, and that in 
the first four months of 1015, twenty- 
thiee have already been completed. 


In 1913 about 500 orphans were plac- 
ed in families, without a legal adoption 
being consummated. This figure increas- 
ed to 1,000 in 1914, most of the increase 
being noted in the months from August 
to December, or since the beginning of 
tho war. From present indications that 
record will be broken ihis year. 


Early in August of last year the head- 
quarters sent out an appeal for the care, 
without pay, of children, and received 
seventy responses almost at once. 
It 
receives, every week, requests for the 
adoption of "war babies" from childless 
couples, frequently with the unthinking 
addition that the "war baby" preferably

The change in the cab- 
inet at a critical moment in the nation's 
history took effect with the dispatch of 
the note to Germany. 


Differing, not in teh object sought—the 


prevention of war—hut in the method of 
approaching the problem, Bryan resign- 
ed rather than affix his name to the 
note which states in unmistakable, de- 
termined and emphatic terms,' the de- 
mands of the United States. 


Mr. Bryan told his 
colleagues and 


friends today as they gathered about 
him in farewell that his affection for 
President Wilson was 
unchanged 
and 


that he knew the 
president., felt as 


warmly toward him. Firmly ttelifcving he 
can advance the cause of peace outside 
of official life and build up a sentiment 
in the United States that will assist the 
piesident in maintaining the 
present 


friendly relations with all nations, Mr. 
Bryan today went back to private life. 


Some Dramatic Touches. 


The resignation of tbe secretary of 


state of the United States over the dif- 
ferences of a vital question of foreign 
policy—itself unusual in the annals of 
American history—was most dramatic- 
ally touched by numerous manifesta- 
tions of personal regard for Mr. Bryan 
and his own emotion at leaving the of- 
fice he held so dearly. 
Tears stood ir> 


his eyes while friends commended liis 
courageous' fight for principles and his 
determination 
to 
eliminate 
himself 


rather than continue in the cabinet as 
a possible embarrassment to the presi- 
dent. 


The story of his light to sway the 


president's judgment on the matter of 
dealing with Germany is' untold. He 
made no effort to align other members 
of the cabinet with him and when lie

came to the parting of the ways on an 
irreconcilable question lie did not tell 
his colleagues generally, hoping that his 
action to the last would not. produce 
any complications in tlic cabinet. 


Resignation Offered Saturday. 


For three days—from

Bryan's action recalled here was the res- 
ignation in ISflS of -Tames A. Gary, of 
Maryland, postmaster general in Presi- 
dent McKinley's cabinet. His resigna- 
tion was based upon repugnance to the 
approaching war with Spain. 


In Mr. Bryan's dramatic, resignation 


observers in some quarters professed to 
see a" development in this country of the 
European idea of responsible cabinets 
answerable to public opinion. In nearly 
all continental European countries it has 
been the custom for an entire cabinet, to 
resign upon sonic sucli manifestation of 
disapproval. But in such case the con- 
sequence has been n more or less com- 
plete reversal in the political construc- 
tion of the cabinet which was able to 
inlluoncc tho action of the executive. 
Since the beginning of the present war 
many of the European cabinets 
have; 


thus been reconstructed, but with the 
single exception of Italy all of the 
changes have been cnnsccl bv popular 
desire to meet the international ques- 
tion and perhaps to strengthen the con- 
stitutional rulers in the conduct of the 
war.

RIP VAN WINKLES 


ARE FOUND IN JAPAN 


Curious Folk Just Discov- 


L ered Far in Mountain 


••>. 
Fastnesses. 


Tokio, May 10.—Correspondence of the 


Associated Press.—Japanese ethnologists 
h«ve discovered in the mountain, fast- 
nesses of the island of Kyushu a curi- 
ous and ancient pnopic, who have been 
designated the- Rip Van 
Winkles of 


Japan. A similar group has been found 
Ir, the mountains of Hida province. It 
is said that both arc of the Heiki fam- 
ily which descended from a mikado oi 
the ninth century. They were all pow- 
erful in the twelfth century until de- 
feated in the Japanese war of the Rosen 
by the Minamoto clan. 


History holds that the Heika fugi 


lives who escaped after the twelfth cen 
tury battle were drowned during thci 
Right.' but the recent discovery of th 
picturesque clansmen in the wilds o 
Kyushu and in the mountains of Hid 
province leads' to the belief that man 
escaped and settled in remote mountai 
districts. 


Shut in by precipitous mountain peaks 


these villagers live an old-world life, just 
as they must have centuries ago. One 
.reason for believing they are the de- 
scendants of the Heiki is that their style 
of clothing is the same as prevailed in 
Yyoto in the Heiki epoch and their dia- 
lect resembles somewhat the dialect of 
Kyoto in the olden times. 


They sing a song which, translated, 


runs: 


"Putting off our headgear of nobles 
nd our hunting dress, we proceed into 
he forest and the recesses of the moun- 
8 ins as wood cutters, to fell a tree." 
Moreover, the 
villagers themselves 


hink they are the descendants of the 
ieiki. Certainly these people are vaat- 
y different from the ordinary Japanese 
o"f today both in language and in cus- 
:om. The families often number from 
twenty to thirty persons and live to- 
gether in separate flats, as it were, in 
the same house, but at a common table 
as a measure of economy. 


The management of the 
family 


vested in the head, who exercised abso 
lute authority. 
He occupies a seat o 


honor and wears a ceremonial skirt. H 
spends most of his time in receiving visi 
tors and attending to social matters 
He is exempted from all manual labor 


The heir of the family is all impor 


tant, while the rest of the children ar 
merely servants. He alone can take 
legitimate wife and in turn have heirs. 
The smallness of the clans has resulted 
in marriages that are sometimes too 


close und hardly eugenic. Nevertheless, 
the community life is on the whole of 
a high order. Those who break rules 
are banished from 
the village. The 


houses are ninety feet long and fifty 
feet wide. They are more like family 
hotel* and always contain a shrine 


•hero the ancestors are paid homage. 
The clansmen use no lamps, for the 


wood they burn in tho middle of the 


oor at night f umighes all the light they 
need. They live chiefly on the grain of 


kind of grass. The headman some- 


,imes has rice brought in from the out- 
side world for his own use, but for the 
most part even he has to live on com- 
munal food. PumpkinSj eggplants, yams 
and other vegetables they grow in 
)lenty. 


Their dress is a curiosity, but quitte 


appropriate to hardy mountaineers. The 
men carry a piece of bear «kin or wild 
bear at the loin and a hatchet in their 
belts. The villagers are said to be very 
honest, always agreeable among them 
selves and receive itrangers with the 
greatest hospitality.

Wearied Russians Appear to 
Have 


Halted German Advance. 


London, June 10.—(12:10 p. m.) — 


Careful reading between the lines of the 
various official announcements of the 
last twelve hours leads British observers 
of the situation on the continent to the 
belief that the wearied Russians have 
been successful in gaining a breathing 
space along the eastern front. Further- 
more, evidence of the stubborn opposi- 
tion which the Austro-Germans are said 
to be making near the center of the line 
in Galicia is declared here to exist in 
the statement from Pctrograd that 
2,000 Austro-Gerraan 
prisoners 
have 


been taken in a series of counter-attacks 
near Przemysl. 


According'to Russian reports the Aus- 


tro-Germnn offensive in southeast Ga- 
licia has not been able to cross the river 
Dneister at any point other than Zura- 
wana, which is forty miles from Lem- 
berg, and which they reached last Sun-

DID NOTHING, SO GOT IN JAIL. 


Bartholomew 
County Farmer Arrested 


Tinder "Lazy Husband" Law. 


Columbus. Tnd., .Tune 11.—"What do 


you want to put me in jail for, I ain't 
done nothing?" asserted Alfred Dillmau, 
ai farmer of Union township, Bartholo- 
mew county, to Sheriff JIatt Shaw. 


'That's the reason you are being put 


in jail, because you haven't done any- 
thing/' was the sheriff's reply. The ar- 
rest, of Dillman "is the first in Bartholo- 
mew county under the "lazy husband" 
law, and it'is alleged Dillman 1ms done 
nothing for his family. 


Complaint was made that Dillman had

It proposes that 
the initiative and referendum, for one 
particular use. the consideration of wom- 
an suffrage, shall be bestowed on all 
the states through the process of amend- 
ing the federal constitution. Under the 
Anthony amendment, supported by the 
congressional union, as soon as congress 
proposed the amendment by a two-thirds 
vote of both houses, the question would 
he before, the states for all time, and 
as soon as three-fourths of the state 
legislatures adopted'it, it would become 
binding throughout the 
nation.

contrary, besides requiring the adoption 
by two-thirds of each house of congress, 
would then require 
referendum 
cam- 


paigns in thirty-seven states, each to be 
won separately, before the women of 
the nation would be enfranchised. At 
the present time, therefore, the national 
association stands 
practically, though 


not theoretically, for a state solution of 
the suffrage question; while the con- 
gressional union is for a national solu- 
tion of the problem. 


There is. a decided difference in the 


election policies of the two woma.n suf- 
frage parties. The congressiona.1 union 
insists on putting the responsibility for 
lack of interest in. or activity in behalf 
of the suffrage amendment, squarely-up 
to the party in power at the capitol. 


"The congressional union, recognizing 


the power of party organization in con- 
gress," explained Miss Burns, "calls on 
the party in power, no matter wh'at par- 
ty that may be, to initiate and press in 
congress the suffrage amendment. The 
attitude of the union toward indmchuxl 
members of the party Is decided, not by 
their personal opinion on suffrage, but 
by the record of the party of which they 
arc candidates." 


The national association, on the other 


hand, does not recognize the responsibil- 
ity of the party in power to establish 
woman suffrage. Its attitude toward in- 
dividual members of congress is deter- 
mined by their personal opinion 
and 


record on woman suffrage, without re- 
rard to the record of the party of which 
hey we members.
